Support for 
‘divisive’ free 
school plan 


PLANS for a free school have been 
given support by the town council, 
despite claims it will be ‘divisive’. 

A group of parents, concerned 
for their children’s education, have 
proposed a Newmarket Free School, 
which Newmarket Town Council 
voted to support on Monday night. 

But on the eve of the meeting, 
Newmarket College principal Dr 
Bob Cadwalladr wrote to councillors 
warning the free school could be “a 
disaster for the community”. 

The college, which was put into 
special measures in April, produced 
a 13-page dossier stating the town 
could not support two secondary 
schools. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “The school 
has been at the heart of Newmarket 
for decades, providing excellent edu¬ 
cation and pastoral care for its chil¬ 
dren, and this would be a disaster for 
the community. 

“It will have a damaging impact

on Newmarket College as the num¬ 
ber of children in the town cannot 
sustain two secondary schools. The 
college provides excellent provision 
to accommodate all children in the 
area and a free school would result 
in reduced intake, job losses and re¬ 
duced teaching staff and, therefore, a 
narrower curriculum at the college.” 

A spokeswoman for the Free 
School said: “This town should not 
be served by an inadequate school. 
We believe that our school is viable 
and we are happy to be judged by 
the Department for Education (DfE) 
on our submission which we know is 
strong and robust.” 

More than 450 parents have 
pledged support to the Free School, 
which would exist outside of lo¬ 
cal authority control but would be 
non-selective and free for pupils to 
attend. 

Cllr Michael Jefferys, who is a gov¬ 


ernor at Newmarket College, said: 
“To have two schools in such a small 
town would likely cause unneces¬ 
sary divisions.” 

He said the pool of teachers would 
be stretched meaning the college 
might be unfairly disadvantaged. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: “What is 
important is whether people have 
a choice about the education their 
children receive. The way I look at 
it is the college has failed standards 
over the last few years and the chil¬ 
dren are not getting the best possible 
education. I think the free school 
may give them a better chance in 
life.” 

After a recorded vote, seven coun¬ 
cillors voted in favour, six against 
and there were three abstentions. 

The free school would begin ac¬ 
cepting students in 2014, subject to 
approval from the DfE.

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Club owners 
win appeal 
over licence 


OWNERS of a town cen¬ 
tre nightspot have said 
they are thrilled after an 
appeal on their late li¬ 
cence was granted. 

Julian Cunnington and 
Donna Woollard, who 
own Unique, in Sun Lane, 
were told this week an 
appeal had been granted 
in their favour to extend 
their opening hours to 
4am at weekends. 

The application was 
turned down in February 
by Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee on the grounds 
that it was in breach of 
the council’s own cu¬ 
mulative impact policy 
(CIP) aimed at curbing 
late night violence in the 
town centre. 

Julian told the News: 
“We appealed the deci¬ 
sion straight after the 
meeting. 

“There were no objec¬ 
tions as the only person

who objected changed 
his mind after speaking 
to us and the police said 
they were happy with the 
way things are being run. 

“They had no real 
premise to refuse it.” 

He added: “Over the 
years we have worked re¬ 
ally hard to make Unique 
a safe and friendly envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Donna added: “We are 
happy because we have 
worked really hard to get 
this license. 

“We are pleased our 
hard work has paid off.”

Lane, Newmarket, was 
refused by Forest Heath 
District Council's Licens¬ 
ing Act Sub-Committee 
on February 11, 2013. 

“The licensee appealed 
against the decision and 
a hearing was set for 
Tuesday 16 July at Ip¬ 
swich Magistrates’ Court. 
In the meantime, Forest 
Heath District Council 
and the licensee negoti¬ 
ated the terms for a re¬ 
vised licence which were 
agreed by the Court at the 
hearing. 

“The court has issued 
a draft order, which will 
be finalised between the 
court and the licensee 
when all the conditions 
agreed are included.”

CELEBRATIONS rang out up 
and down the country as the 
Duchess of Cambridge gave 
birth to a baby boy on Monday. 

The little prince was born at 
4.24pm at St Mary's Hospital, in 
Paddington, weighing a healthy 
8lbs 6oz. The Duchess and 
her baby are said to be doing 
well and stayed in hospital 
overnight. 

The baby has captured 
the nation's imagination and 
Bookmakers Coral, which has 
shops in Wellington Street and 
All Saints Road, said the royal 
baby was the biggest non¬ 
sporting event in its history as 
punters have rushed to bet on 
everything from the name to the 
colour of the baby's eyes.

FIREFIGHTERS were called to 


say farewell to Fred 


MOURNERS packed out a 
church in Newmarket on Mon¬ 
day to say farewell to a popular 
former butcher. 

Fred Fitzpatrick, who used to 
own Fitzpatrick’s butchers, in 
Exning Road, died at home on 
July 13 aged 67. 

A funeral was held at St Ma- 
ru’s Church, in Newmarket, on 
Monday where friends came to 
wave off the popular Newmar¬ 
ket Open Door driver. 

John Durrant, manager of 
the homelessness charity, said: 
“The church was packed and we 
had a lovely send off for him in 
the Turner Hall afterwards.” 

The cortege wound its way 
through the town passing all the 
places where Fred used to work. 
John said: “We went from the 
charity superstore down to the 
recycling centre and then up 


the Exning Road past his former 
butcher shop and down to Port¬ 
land House - one of the charity’s 
housing centres. 

“We stopped to reflect in each 
place for a moment. One of the 
most moving things was going 
past the recycling centre, all the 
boys came out and lined the 
road as a mark of respect.” 

Fred had worked as a driver 
for the charity for more than 
five years after giving up his 
butchers shop and was very 
well known in the town. 

John said: “It was amazing 
talking to people about him as 
we knew him for five years but 
he had done so many other 
things.” 

Fred lived in Newmarket for 
most of his life and attended 
Newmarket Upper School, now 
Newmarket College.

Initial reports suggested 
people were trapped in the 
building in Girton Close at 
1.51 am on Tuesday but when 
crews arrived everyone was 
out of the building. 

The fire was under control 
by 2.30am. The cause of the 
fire is unknown. 


POFICE investigating a stab¬ 
bing which left a man fighting 
for his life have arrested a third 
person. 

A 29-year-old woman from 
Newmarket has been arrested 
on suspicion of assisting an of¬ 
fender in connection with the 
attack which happened in the 
town over the weekend. 

Officers were called to St 
Anthony flats, off Mill Hill, at 
2.05pm on Saturday. 

They found a man in his 20s 
with stab wounds to his upper 
body in nearby St Mary’s Square. 
The victim was airlifted to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital, where his 
injuries were described as “life 
threatening”. 

However police later con¬ 
firmed his condition was stable. 

Police initially said they were 
looking for two men in connec¬ 
tion of the attack, and arrested 
a 24-year-old man from Fondon 
on suspicion of attempted mur¬ 
der on Saturday. 

A 2J-year-old woman from 
Newmarket was also arrested 
on suspicion of assisting an of¬ 
fender on Saturday. 

All three have now been re¬ 
leased on police bail. 

Crime scene cordons were in 
place outside St Anthony flats 
and in St Mary’s Square on Sat¬ 
urday night and police inves¬ 
tigators were taking photos of 
evidence including a large pool 
of blood outside the entrance to 
aflat. 

One neighbour told the News 
she had seen the victim being 
treated by paramedics on the 
ground. 

She said: “They had him there 
for a good 20 minutes or half an 
hour and then they took him 
off in the ambulance. It looked

pretty serious because it took 
them a long time to stabilise 
him. 

“This area has a reputation 
for being a bit ‘lively’ but I don’t 
know about something like 
this - a stabbing isn’t the sort of 
thing we normally get. 

“Most of us keep ourselves to 
ourselves because it gets lively. 

“We are all in very close con¬ 
fines and that doesn’t promote 
peace and harmony at the 
best of times, especially in the 
weather we’ve had.” 

Another resident said he had 
seen the neighbourhood go 


downhill in recent years. 

He said: “I'm desperate to 
move out - it’s just on and on 
and on, constantly. 

“This is quite serious for 
round here.” 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said: “Police continue to appeal 
to anyone who has any informa¬ 
tion in relation to the stabbing 
to contact Suffolk police imme¬ 
diately on 101 or Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555 111.”

WHAT a week it has been.

Newmarket News Editor Wen¬ 
dy Davey said: “The response to 
our campaign so far has been 
amazing and we are delighted 


that so many people, from dif¬ 
ferent walks of life, are backing 
us and willing to give up some 
time to listen to children read. 

“The more volunteers we can 
get, the more children we can 
reach, so please - if you’ve been 
thinking about it and want some 
more information, get in touch. 
Or come and see us in the Guin¬ 
eas shopping centre on Friday.” 

All we are asking for is a few 
hours of your time to help 
change a child’s life. 

If you are able to give up two 
hours a week to go into primary 
schools and read with a child, 
you could help them to achieve 
their potential. 


Support is increasing for the 
campaign as Suffolk Libraries 
and Newmarket’s MP Matthew 
Hancock have lent their voices 
to the chorus calling for support 
for the town’s children. 

All volunteers must be aged 18 
or over, able to read fluently and 
willing to undergo a CRB check.

HEADTEACHERS have spoken 
out to highlight the “vital” im¬ 
portance of reading in a child’s 
development. 

Seven of the state primary 
schools in the town, along¬ 
side Newmarket College, have 
pledged their support for our 
campaign and told the News 
this week why it is so important. 

David Perkins, head of Laure¬ 
ate Primary, said: “We know that 
reading makes a massive differ¬ 
ence to pupils’ life chances, but 
what often gets overlooked is 
that the input of parents is one 
of the most important factors in 
the progress that children make 
at school. 

“This is a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to encourage parents to 
engage with their child’s educa¬ 
tion.” 

At Moulton Primary School, 
headteacher Naomi Snowdon 
said: “We are very excited to 
be part of the Let’s Read initia¬ 
tive. As a school we encourage 
our parents and children to 
read together. We want them 
to love reading and to see it as 
something that can be shared 
and enjoyed. We look forward 
to joining other local primary 


schools in this project.” 

Reading can open doors for 
children as well as providing a 
lifelong skill, said Jane Eccles¬ 
ton, head of All Saints Primary. 

She said: “At All Saints’ School, 
we are keen to be involved in 
the ‘Let’s Read’ project because 
we believe it is an excellent op¬ 
portunity to highlight the im¬ 
portance of reading to children 
and their families. Developing 
competence and enthusiasm 
for reading in children is vital 
as it provides them with a life¬ 
long skill, that opens the door 
to so much future learning and 
enjoyment, using a huge range 
of different texts. It is great to 
get community involvement 
in raising the profile of reading 
with all our pupils in Newmar¬ 
ket schools.” 

Parental and community in¬ 
volvement in schools is key, 
said James Clark, head of Exn¬ 
ing Primary School. 

He said: “We are supporting 
the campaign because reading 
is paramount if children are to 
access the curriculum. 

“Not only is it the gateway 
into an amazing world of fiction 
and knowledge, but also the key 


tool to independent learning 
for the rest of their lives. 

“Having other adults come 
into school and read with our 
learners is very important, as 
the more role models children 
have the better, plus you can 
never have too many helpers in 
a primary school.” 

Gerry Sexton, head of Pad- 
docks School, said having vol¬ 
unteers coming into schools 
to help with reading would be 
empowering for children as it 
would help improve their con¬ 
fidence. 

He said: “Reading helps de¬ 
velop our children as writers. 
There is a direct correlation 
between our good readers and 
good writers - they are better 
at sciences, history and geogra¬ 
phy and many other areas of the 
curriculum. 

“Children who read regularly 
have a better general knowl¬ 
edge. They have an empathy 
that gives them a better under¬ 
standing of the world around 
them. 

“Having an adult to yourself 
who you can read with is em¬ 
powering and motivates chil¬ 
dren.”

Yet another dog 
dies in a hot car 

I WRITE regarding the distressing 
story in the national press about 
the dog left to "cook" in a 
sweltering car. 

I'm afraid this is sadly an all too 
common occurrence during the 
summer months and I fear shows 
no likelihood of improving. 

I have campaigned for years 
with letters to the very supportive 
Cambridge News about this 
perennial problem and they, to 
their credit, have helped whenever 
possible. 

In the Daily Mail article, 
concerned onlookers commented 
that no water had been left and 
that the windows were only slightly 
ajar: therein lies the problem of 
owners "ignorant" of how hot it 
becomes after 15 to 20 minutes, 


even when it is overcast. 

No amount of water would save 
dogs trapped in hot cars and every 
window would need to be opened 
fully to offer some minuscule relief 
from the heat: preferably under 
tree cover and of course far better 
to have left Fido at home in the 
cool. 

Car seat fabrics heat up rapidly, 
retain the heat which in turn is 
radiated back into the car with 
devastating results. 

Unable to lose heat through 
sweating, which they're incapable 
of doing, the poor unfortunate 
animal dies from either brain 
damage and/or heat stroke: all so 
preventable! 

I've now stopped visiting 
supermarket car parks when it 
is hot and sunny because of the 
numerous occasions I've witnessed 
and attempted to save dogs left to 
die in furnace-like conditions. 

My local supermarket, when 
asked some years ago to make an 
announcement on their PA system 
about such an incident, were 
loathe to do so: quoting company 
policy on health and safety 
grounds, no doubt to protect their 
staff from thoughtless aggressive 
dog "lovers".

118 
MPs have signed a statement in 
support of this campaign; more 
than 1,000 vets signed a petition 
in support of compulsory cameras, 
with TV vets Emma Milne and Peter 
Wedderburn also lending their 
support; in polls the public agreed 
overwhelmingly with mandatory 
cameras; respondents to the 
government's own consultation 
wanted CCTV; and yet the 
government still says no. 

Without Animal Aid's cameras 
in place, no one would ever have 
known the extent of the brutality 
inside UK slaughterhouses. 

Now we do know, why won't the 
government act? Is it afraid of what 
these cameras might show?

Man arrested over cannabis factory 


MORE than 400 cannabis 
plants were found during a 
raid in Lakenheath. 

Officers stormed an 
address in Barr Drive on 
Wednesday where they 
discovered a large growing 
operation estimated to be 
worth thousands of pounds. 

Cash and growing 
equipment were also seized 
from the address where two 
greenhouses were found in 
the back garden.

Constabulary said: "We 
executed a warrant at this 
address on July 17 at around 
lunchtime. 

"We found over 400 plants 
there as well as growing 
equipment such as lamps 
and transformers." 


Police also seized £200 in 
cash from the address. 

A 56-year-old man from 
Lakenheath was arrested 
on suspicion of cultivating 
cannabis. 

He was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre (PIC) for questioning. 

The man has been released 
on police bail to return to the 
Bury PIC on September 10.

Improvements in store 
for town primary school

A TOWN primary school will embark 
on a £120,000 refurbishment to pro¬ 
vide facilities “fit for the 21st Cen¬ 
tury”. 

Work will begin at Laureate Prima¬ 
ry School, in Exning Road, at the end 
of the summer term to build a new 
library and a new meeting room, to 
refurbish the dining hall and to pro¬ 
vide new ICT infrastructure and a 
new entrance lobby. 

Headteacher David Perkins said: 
“We are incredibly proud of all the 
fantastic learning that is going on in 
our classrooms, and we want our pu¬ 
pils to be just as proud of the facili¬ 
ties that we provide for them. 

“We have basically doubled in 
size over the last two years after the 
schools reorganisation.

“Now that all of this has settled 
down we can take time to make sure 
our facilities are suitable for 300 chil¬ 
dren.” 


The primary school ab¬ 
sorbed a large number of 
pupils after the closure 
of St Felix and Scalt- 
back middle schools 
in 2011 when the 
local authority de¬ 
cided to move from 
a three-tier to a two- 
tier education sys¬ 
tem. 

Mr Perkins, who took 
on his role in January, 
said: “We will have a major im¬ 
provement of the dining hall. They 
are going to do pretty much every¬ 
thing apart from tearing it down and 
that is probably the biggest project.” 

Pupils will have the benefit of a 
new purpose built library which has 
been possible thanks to help from 
the Parent Teacher’s Association 
(PTA). 


Mr Perkins said: “What we have 
at the moment I wouldn’t really de¬ 
scribe as a library, it is more a group 
room with some shelves. The new 
library will be open after school and 
parents and other children will be 
able to use it. 

“Now the school will be able to 
compliment its new size with use of 
facilities that are fit for the 21st Cen¬ 
tury.” 

The primary school’s entrance 
lobby will receive a facelift as well 
which Mr Perkins hopes will make 
parents feel more at home. 

The improvement work is estimat¬ 
ed to take most of the summer and 
will be unveiled in September at the 
start of the new term. 

The funding for the project, which 
will cost around £120,000, has been 
split between Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil and the PTA. 


Advice 
to keep 
safe this 
summer 

STAYING safe in the sum¬ 
mer months is top of the 
agenda for the county’s po¬ 
lice. 

Alcohol-related anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour is a key con¬ 
cern in the summer as peo¬ 
ple are out more and may 
drink increased amounts of 
alcohol, according to polcie 
bosses. 

Chief Supt Jon Brighton, 
County Policing Com¬ 
mander for Suffolk Police, 
said: “Tackling alcohol re¬ 
lated crime is a priority for 
the force all year round, but 
during the summer period 
we are acutely aware that 
the number of people going 
out and drinking increases, 
which can lead to an in¬ 
crease in this type of crime. 

“People let their guards 
down when they drink and 
in turn either become vul¬ 
nerable or act out of char¬ 
acter and committing anti¬ 
social behaviour, sexual 
offences, assaults and pub¬ 
lic order offences.” 

Chief Supt Brighton add¬ 
ed: “Violent crime is a seri¬ 
ous offence and can result 
in serious trauma for the 
victim and a custodial sen¬ 
tence for the offender. This 
is often triggered by exces¬ 
sive drinking and we would 
urge all to think about the 
consequences of drinking 
too much alcohol, which 
can have a permanent im¬ 
pact on individuals, family 
and friends.” 

Police have also advised 
homeowners to close and 
lock windows when going 
out and to lock gardening 
tools away as they could be 
stolen or used to break into 
a house.

Appeals lodged by 
two supermarkets 


APPEALS have been 
launched by two super¬ 
markets whose plans 
were refused by the dis¬ 
trict council, the News 
can reveal. 

Sainsbury's and Asda 
were denied planning 
permission to build stores 
in Newmarket in May 
by Forest Heath District 
Council after a two-year 
battle. 

Morrisons was grant¬ 
ed permission to build 
a store in Exning Road 
while Tesco was given the 
green light to expand its 
store in Fordham Road. 

But plans are back on 
the table as appeals have

gone to the planning in¬ 
spectorate from both 
Sainsbury’s and Unex 
group, which is proposing 
an Asda store. 

Rachel Almond, the 
council’s principal plan¬ 
ner, confirmed the au¬ 
thority had been notified 
of the appeals but said it 
was very early days in the 
process. 

The Sainsbury’s pro¬ 
posal, submitted by for¬ 
mer Newmarket mayor 
George Lambton, was for 
a supermarket along with 
a five-screen Odeon, res¬ 
taurants and 90 homes on 


the town’s George Lamb- 
ton Playing Fields. 

It was refused on the 
grounds that the mass of 
development might cre¬ 
ate an alternative town 
centre and would detract 
from the vitality of the 
High Street. 

Mr Lambton said: “We 
feel that the reason for 
refusal given - which was 
that the proposal would 
have a far greater impact 
on the town centre than 
Tesco’s - we just don’t 
agree with. 

“There is no doubt the 
council had a difficult 
decision to make and it 
was a very unusual situa¬ 


tion. However I really felt 
the benefits which come 
with the improvements to 
the playing fields and the 
cinema would have made 
more of an impact than 
they did.” 

Landowner Bill Gred- 
ley, of Unex Group, had 
applied for an Asda store 
on land bounded by Black 
Bear Lane, Rowley Drive 
and High Street. It was 
refused as councillors 
found it to be contrary to 
the council’s horse racing 
policy and the heritage of 
the associated Queens- 
bury Lodge site. Mr Gred- 
ley was not available for 
comment.

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Fire merger 
divides opinion 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for the 
merger of two rural fire stations 
have divided the community. 

More than 150 people re¬ 
sponded during an eight-week 
public consultation about plans 
by Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough fire authority to com¬ 
bine Burwell and Swaffham Bul- 
beck fire stations. 

While 88 per cent of respond¬ 
ents said they agreed with the 
plan to create a single state-of- 
the-art station with parking and 
community amenities at Reach 
Road, in Burwell, 127 fuming 
residents in Swaffham Bulbeck 
signed a petition against the 
merger. 

In a consultation report, vil¬ 
lagers raised concerns the new 
station could be “a white el¬ 
ephant”. 

One said: “Why build this ab¬ 
surdly expensive white elephant 
at public expense? I can under¬ 
stand additional space might be 
needed to house the Swaffham 
fire engine, however the rest of 
the proposal is nonsense. Why

not use the ‘state-of-the-art’ fa¬ 
cility in Newmarket for training 
which is five miles away.” 

But another argued: “Bringing 
the fire services up to modern 
standards in the Burwell/Swaff¬ 
ham area seems very sensible. 
In addition I agree that it seems

wasteful to have two fire sta¬ 
tions so close, especially when 
one of the fire stations cannot 
be consistently manned.” 

The two stations are only three 
miles apart by road and the fire 


service believe the buildings are 
not fit for purpose. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
said: “Both stations and the land 
surrounding them were not de¬ 
signed to house fire stations and 
so are not fit for purpose. One is 
a former public house, the other 
a former factory building. 

“It is not feasible to bring ei¬ 
ther station up to modern day 
standards, or to provide a prop¬ 
er practical training facility on 
either site.” 

There are four retained fire¬ 
fighters working out of Swaff¬ 
ham Bulbeck, which is the 
minimum needed to crew a 
fire station. The crew have ex¬ 
pressed fears they will be over¬ 
looked for calls as they live fur¬ 
ther away. 

The consultation results and 
the petition will be handed to 
the Fire Authority to assist them 
in making a final decision at 
their meeting on October 11.

A spokesman said: “Leadership from the 48th 
Fighter Wing has reopened all of the base’s gates, 
and Suffolk Police and Ministry of Defence authori¬ 
ties have reopened the A1065 for normal use, fol¬ 
lowing the detainment of a suspicious vehicle at the 
commercial gate. UK MOD personnel fully resolved 
the issue without incident. 

“RAF Lakenheath leadership thanks its host na¬ 
tion partners and members of the local community 
for their quick help and patience, which allowed the 
incident to be resolved safely and securely.” 


Election due for 
vacant town seat 

AN ELECTION will be held for an vacant town 
council seat despite no one being put forward 
for the post. 

Forest Heath District Council confirmed 
the requisite 10 signatures were handed to the 
district council’s monitoring officer for the St 
Mary’s ward seat on Newmarket Town Council. 

The seat was left empty after the resignation 
of independent councillor Keith Bovill in fune. 

However a spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council confirmed no nominations 
were received by 12pm on Friday meaning an 
election would take place. 

As the signatures have been received the 
town council will not be able to co opt a candi¬ 
date but must hold an election before the next 
general election.

Crash victim 
over the limit 


A MAN killed after his car col¬ 
lided with a parked lorry on the 
All was three times the legal 
alcohol limit, an inquest heard 
this week. 

Peter Hankard, 46, of Makings 
Close, Moulton, died on Novem¬ 
ber 11 on the All northbound 
carraigeway near Chippenham 
when his silver Renault Clio 
swerved off the dual carriage¬ 
way and crashed into the back 
of a parked heavy goods lorry. 

Witnesses told an inquest into 
his death held at Wisbech Boat¬ 
house on Wednesday that Mr 
Hankard was driving erratically 
in the moments leading up to 
the crash. 

Kenneth Saunders, who was 
overtaken by Mr Hankard while 
driving his motorcyle, said in a 
statement: “From his manner of 
driving I expected him to be a 
young person so I was surprised 
to see he was in his 30s or 40s." 

Another witness Michele Sa- 
ich, whose partner was driving a 
Mercedes, said the Clio ovetook 
them and then hit the kerb in 
the layby, spinning so it was at 
a 90 degree angle with the car¬ 
riageway.

A report read to the inquest by 
Dr P. Wright, consultant pathol¬ 
ogists at Addenbrooke’s, said Mr 
Hankard had more than three 
and a half times the legal drink- 
drive limit in his blood. 

Dr Wright said: “The toxicol¬ 
ogy report indicates that the al¬ 
cohol level in the blood was 286 
miligrams in 100 ml of blood. 

“The legal limit for driving be¬ 
ing 80 miligrams which puts 
him some three and a 
half times over the 
legal limit for driv¬ 
ing.” 

The report gave 
an initial cause of 
death as due to 
multiple injuries. 

Coroner Wil¬ 
liam Morris said Mr 
Hankard had overtaken 
a number of vehicles before 
swerving inwards from the out¬ 
side lane and clipping the curb 
of a layby where his car hit the 
lorry. 

He said: “This is a case where 
the driver had consumed alco¬ 
hol to such an extent the level 


of alcohol in his blood stream 
was three times the legal limit 
for driving. 

“It seemed clear he lost con¬ 
trol while travelling at a speed of 
75 miles per hour. 

“On the impact he was killed 
and he suffered multiple inju¬ 
ries which led to his death.” 

A police vehicle assessor ex¬ 
amined his vehicle and found 
there were no defects. 

The road was described as 
clear and driving conditions 
were said to be good by 
Pc John Blood, who 
investigated the 
scene. 

Pc Blood, in a 
statement read 
by his colleague 
Pc Peter Bim- 
son, said: “It is not 
known what caused 
Mr Hankard to swerve 
to his left as there is no evi¬ 
dence to suggest he was swerv¬ 
ing to avoid an animal or an 
object.” 

Offering his condolences, Mr 
Morris recorded a verdict of 
death as a result of a road traffic 
collision.

From a broken back to 
the world's longest race 


A JOCKEY will compete in the 
world's longest horse race four 
years after breaking her back in a 
riding accident. 

Clare Twemlow, a finance 
director and amateur jockey from 
Newmarket, will take part in the 
Mongol Derby next month. 

The 37-year-old hopes to become 
the first woman to win the one 
thousand kilometre race, while 
raising £10,000 for the charity 
Spinal Research. 

Miss Twemlow said: "I was 
extremely lucky to make a full 
recovery, but I know there are many 
people in the racing industry who 
are not so. It's so sad there are 
so many people left with terrible 


injuries to their back, both jockeys 
and work riders, so I wanted to do 
something to help them." 

Known as the "mother of equine" 
adventures, the Mongol Derby 
involves racing across some of the 
most inhospitable landscapes in the 
world with competitors riding up to 
30 different horses a day. 

Miss Twemlow, who won the John 
Smiths Peoples race at Aintree on 
Grand National Day in 2008, said: 
"Mongolia is an awfully long way 
away and much of the landscape is 
just nothingness. But I'm definitely 
looking forward to it as it's such a 
different and unique race."

Planes flying high - for 
now - as cuts relaxed

FIGHTER jets at an American base 
have resumed their standard flying 
schedule after being grounded ear¬ 
lier this year due to US government 
spending cuts. 

Two F-15 Eagle Squadrons from 
the 48th fighter wing at RAF Lak- 
enheath were back in the skies this 
week after a reduction in flying hours 
in April. 

However USAF officials at the base 
have warned this could only last for 
the next two and a half months until 
the beginning of the next fiscal year. 

Col Mark Ciero, 48th Fighter Wing 
vice commander, said: “While we 
are pleased to be able to resume our 
regular flying hour programme, we 
should remember that this is not a 
permanent solution. 

“As we look forward to the next

fiscal year we need to stay focused 
on cost-reduction throughout the 
wing.” 

The restored flying hour pro¬ 
gramme represents $208 million of 
the $1.8 billion reprogramming al¬ 


location authorized by US Congress. 
Col Ciero said: “Providing 
combat ready air forces is pri¬ 
ority one. We need to ensure 
that our aircrew and sup¬ 
port personnel receive the 
best training possible via 
whatever means we have 
available, both now and in 
the future.” 

The money reinstates criti¬ 
cal training and test opera¬ 
tions for the Combat Air Forces 
fleet across the USAF for the remain¬ 
der of fiscal year 2013. This impacts 
on not just United States Air Forces 
in Europe but also Air Combat Com¬ 
mand and Pacific Air Forces units. 

Col Ciero said: “The return to the 
sky means a return to crucial train¬ 
ing and development for aircrew 
and support personnel.” 

Concerns were raised about the 


bases commitment to the area earli¬ 
er this year after the announcement 
two of the 48th Fighter Wing squad¬ 
rons were being stood down from 
operations. 

The air bases at RAF Lakenheath 
and RAF Mildehanll contribute 
around £580 million to the local 
economy. 

This announcement follows news 
RAF Mildenhall will be expanding its 
operations. 

The base is accepting delivery of 
10 CV-22 Osprey tilt-rotor aircraft 
and 12 MC-130J Commando II fixed- 
wing planes, which are all expected 
to be in place by 2018. 

New aircraft will bring an estimat¬ 
ed 900 extra personnel and family 
members to the area, according to 
the USAF. Many would live on the 
bases but some will move to the sur¬ 
rounding area.

a website offering advice 


S AM Carvalho has been through a 
lot in his 19 years. After battling 
an eating disorder and depression 
during his early teens, he now suffers 
from a range of health problems, which 
require him to take a cocktail of drugs 
every day. 

But despite his daily battles, the 
teenager is dedicated to helping others, 
and has recently been nominated for a 
YOPEY (Young People of the Year) award 
for his hard work. 

Last September Sam set up the 
website Stand Up, Stay Strong 
(standupstaystrong.com). The free, 
confidential website is designed to be 
a place where children, teenagers and 
young adults can seek advice for a range 
of issues including depression, eating 
disorders and self harm. 

“If I hadn’t been through what I have 
then I don’t think I would have thought 
about setting up the site,” explains Sam, 
from Cambridge. “Because I’ve been 
through some of the things that people 
using it are experiencing, I feel I can give 
advice.” 

Sam started suffering from eating 
disorders and depression from the age 
of 12. He doesn’t know what the trigger 
was, but at this stage in life he drastically 
reduced the amount of food he ate and, 
at his worst, would only consume water 
for fortnights at a time. He then started 
binging and purging and was obsessed 
with exercise. 

“I despised food and everyone who 
ate it,” admits Sam. “I had a fear, and still 
do, of eating new things and considering 
I was already a fussy eater before, this 
aided me in not eating. I basically lived 
off diet coke and chewing gum.” 

Sam was 16 and weighed just six stone

when he finally asked for help. 

Encouraged by a friend to go to his 
GP, he was referred to Brookside Family 
Consultation Clinic in Cambridge and 
with the help of a psychiatrist and 
friends and family, a year later his weight 
had improved and he had stopped 
taking anti-depressants. 

“I think if there had been a website 
around like mine when I was ill then 
my issues could have been resolved a 
lot quicker as I could have confided in 
someone a lot sooner,” he says. “Once I 
asked for help it didn’t take me too long 
to recover.” 

In its short life time, Stand Up, Stay 
Strong has helped more than 1,500 
people with their problems. With in 
excess of 50,000 followers on Twitter, 

Sam is one of the most followed 
people on the social networking site 
in Cambridgeshire and his profile has 
helped launch the global website. 

Visitors can use Stand Up, Stay Strong 
anonymously if they wish or can share 
their name and age with Sam. If they 
would like Sam to respond to their 
message they are asked to leave an email 
address, but the site can also be used 
simply as a place in which people can 
write down their feelings and not receive 
any feedback. 


“When I was ill I found that sometimes 
just writing to someone, even if I didn’t 
want a response, and just getting it out 
of my mind would help,” says Sam. 

“One thing my psychiatrist told me 
was to write negative thoughts on a 
piece of paper, put it in a box and bury 
it in the garden - as ridiculous as that 
sounds it did help.” 

Sam explains that the majority of 
people do require a response and this is 
something that he does on an individual 
basis. 

“I’ve had training with Lifesavers, 
the NSPCC and ChildLine, but I don’t 
claim to be an expert; I’m not here to 
give medical advice, I just want to give 
the same advice that a friend or family 
member would give, but perhaps the 
person doesn’t feel able to turn to them 
at that time.” 

In some cases Sam has had to inform 
ChildLine, the NSPCC and even the 
police about individual messages. 

“When I have concerns for a person’s 
well-being, for example if they are self- 
harming or have suicidal thoughts, then 
I have to seek further help. 

“There have been about 30 cases 
where I have done this. It is a big 
responsibility but I do feel like I’m 
helping and I’ve had a lot of parents get 
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in touch wanting to thank me.” 

Once Sam had come up with the 
idea for Stand Up, Stay Strong, his good 
friend Kieran Eves designed the site and 
continues to help maintain it. 

As well as running the site, Sam works 
in The Cambridge Toy Shop and is also a 
devoted volunteer, regularly helping out 
at Jimmy’s Night Shelter and as a first- 
aider for the British Red Cross. 

He is constantly busy but what makes 
Sam’s dedication to helping others even 
more inspirational is that he is currently 
battling a string of health problems, 
which have meant he has spent a 
number of weeks in hospital this year 
alone. 

Sam suffers from immuno-deficiency, 
which means his immune system cannot 
fight infections, which leaves him 
susceptible to illnesses and he constantly 
suffers from colds. 

“Because of the immunodeficiency 
I always feel unwell, but the problems 
that I have are still being investigated by 
many hospital departments,” says Sam. 

Sam has an irregular heart beat 
which can cause him to faint frequently. 
He is also due to have an exploratory 
operation on his abdomen and chest 
soon and suffers from back and knee 
problems and migraines. 

“I spent the first week of 2013 in the 
resuscitation ward due to my heart 
problems,” says Sam. “All of these 
problems have become worse in the last 
three years. I’m not sure if it’s to do with 
the eating problems, if I wrecked my 
body from there, but it does feel like my 
body is breaking down bit by bit.” 

Although Sam managed to achieve 
above average grades in his GCSEs, his 
further education years were not as 
successful. 

“I went to Long Road to study A-levels 
in business, maths, ICT and psychology 
but my mental health still wasn’t brilliant 
at that stage so it was decided I should 
take a year off and continue working 


with my psychiatrist at Brookside,” 
explains Sam. 

“I went back the following year 
but then half-way through the year 
I got appendicitis and had to have 
an emergency operation.” Because 
of his immunodeficiency there were 
complications following the surgery and, 
as a result, he fell behind with his studies 
and didn’t complete the academic year. 

“After that year I decided that I wasn’t 
going to try sixth form for a third time, so 
I went to CRC and started the uniformed 
services course because I would like to 
become a paramedic. 

“Again I was just constantly unwell, 
this time with back and knee problems, 
so again I had to stop. I’ve stopped 
attempting education now as it’s just not 
for my health.” 

Even when Sam is feeling unwell he 
does his best to reply to messages on 
Stand Up, Stay Strong. “When I’m in 
hospital I’m still on my phone replying to 
people,” says Sam. “As long as my health 
doesn’t get any worse I hope to expand 
the site. When I’m really unwell there is 
a notice on the homepage to let people 
know that replies may be slow.” 

Sam takes a complex combination of 
medicine every day, which leaves him 
drowsy - but despite his ongoing health 
problems, he remains positive about 
the future and says this is down to the 
support of his friends and family and 
girlfriend, Liberty. 

“We’ve been together seven months 
now and I told her everything from 
the beginning so that she was sure she 
wanted to take me on,” smiles Sam. 

“I do get down sometimes, but I just 
try and find the positive in everything, 
and when you spend time at places like 
Jimmy’s it makes you realise that even 
if you’ve got problems you’re still much 
better off than a lot of people.”

EATING DISORDERS: THE FACTS 

According to Beat, the national charity which provides helplines, 
online support and a network of self-help groups for adults and young people battling eating 
disorders, there are approximately 1.6 million people in the UK currently affected by an eat¬ 
ing disorder. 

Reports vary, but many estimate that males make up anywhere from 10 per cent to a 
quarter of sufferers. Males with eating disorders may be less likely to be diagnosed due to a 
lack of awareness, or may be less likely to come forward due to a perceived stigma. 

While some people may show an obvious weightloss others do not. The majority of 
eating disorder sufferers do not have anorexia. 

Those suffering from bulimia may be within the normal weight range or may be overweight, 
while those with binge eating disorder are often overweight. 

If you think you, or someone you know, may be suffering from an eating disorder, the 
first thing to do is contact your GP. The Beat helplines are available for support and informa¬ 
tion, and can give suggestions for how to approach your doctor - visit b-eat.co.uk.

Carer stole from 
elderly woman 


A CARER who stole from an 
elderly woman in her charge 
has been handed a suspend¬ 
ed sentence after pleading 
guilty to theft and fraud of¬ 
fences. 

Alexandra Leonor, of 
Churchill Court, Newmar¬ 
ket, appeared at Ipswich 
Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day, July 9, where she plead¬ 
ed guilty to stealing £45 cash 
from the 86-year-old woman 
she was caring for between 
April 2 and 8 this year. 

The court heard that Le¬ 
onor took the victim’s debit 
card and withdrew £130 
from her bank account and 
bought items worth over 
£190 for herself. 

The 31-year-old also

pleaded guilty to a charge of 
fraud in a position of trust 
as she acted as a carer and 
cleaner for the 86-year-old, 
whose interests and safety 
she was supposed to safe¬ 
guard. 

Police were initially con¬

quiries by members of the 
victim's family had revealed 
a number of transactions on 
her debit card that could not 
be accounted for. 

Further extensive enquir¬ 
ies by police confirmed 
Leonor had made the 
transactions and she was 
subsequently charged for 
the offence. 

Magistrates handed her a 
12 week prison sen¬ 
tence suspended 
for 12 months 
for both of¬ 
fences. 

Leonor was 
also ordered 
to pay over 
£360 compen¬ 
sation to her 


victim, £85 costs and an £80 
victim surcharge. 

Sgt Keith Grant, of Suffolk 
Constabulary, said Leonor 
had acted in a “deplorable” 
way by breaking the victim’s 
trust. 

He said: “She took advan¬ 
tage of the lady she was sup¬ 
posed to be caring for and 
stole from her, breaking her 
trust in a deplorable way.” 

Sgt Grant added: “In ini¬ 
tial interviews with police 
she denied committing the 
offences and tried to ex¬ 
plain away her behaviour, 
however, following detailed 
enquiries, officers managed 
to obtain overwhelming evi¬ 
dence against her, leading to 
the guilty plea.”

Plus, if you 
book tickets to all three, you can take advantage of a 
15 per cent discount. 

In keeping with the festival's ethos of supporting 
up-and-coming classical talent - as well as those 
fully established in the sphere - the Fitz Proms is a 
trio of concerts designed to encourage and support 




new and talented young 
performers. 

All set in the Fitzwilliam i 
Museum's Main Gallery, 
at the next show, on 
Sunday saxophonist 
Anthony Brown will 
be joined by pianist Leo 
Nicholson to present works 
by Ravel, Piazzolla, Ibert and 
Dubois. 

Pianist Kausikan Rajeshkumar, 
a former BBC Young Musician of 
the Year finalist, will complete the 
sessions by playing sonatas by Scarlatti 
and Chopin, plus Villa-Lobos's Impressoes 
Seresteiras on Saturday, August 3. 

St Edward's Church will host two Friday 
lunchtime concerts during the festival. 

The first, tomorrow, will feature young guitarist 
Manus Noble playing pieces by Bach, Barrios, 
including Piaziolla's Verano Porteno, Morel's Danza 
Brasiliera, and Scenes from the Wild West by Gary 
Ryan. 

The second will see La Mer Trio (royal harpist 
Hannah Stone, Maja Wegrzynowska on viola and 
Renate Sokolovska on flute), perform Debussy's 
Sonata for Flute, Viola and Harp, and music by 
Leclair and Ravel, among others, on August 2.

THE WOLVERINE 

certificate 12A, 2h6m 

HUGH Jackman owes 
a great deal of his 
enduring popularity to 
the muscular swagger and 
trademark sideburns of 
Wolverine. 

The Australian actor first 
donned the Adamantium 
claws of the hirsute Marvel 
Comics superhero in the 
2000 blockbuster X-Men, 
not long after an Olivier 
Award nomination for 
Best Actor in the National 
Theatre's staging of 
Oklahoma!. 

His portrayal of singing 
cowboy Curly on stage 
was far removed from the 
brooding masculinity of 
Wolverine, but Jackman 
impressed fans with his 
physical prowess and 
deadpan delivery of the 
script's one-liners. 

He has since bulked up 
as the mutant warrior 
on four more occasions, 
including the disappointing 
stand-alone feature X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine and an 
uncredited cameo in the 
2011 prequel, X-Men: First 
Class. 

For this latest instalment, 


director James Mangold 
draws inspiration from a 
1982 comic book storyline 
set in Japan to strip back the 
testosterone-fuelled action 
in favour of soul-searching 
and romance. 

There are still spectacular 
set pieces including 
fisticuffs inside and on top 
of a speeding bullet train, 
but screenwriters Mark 
Bomback, Scott Frank and 
Christopher McQuarrie 
aren't noticeably in a rush to 
deliver the next adrenaline¬ 
pumping thrill. 

The film opens with a 
flashback to 1945 Nagasaki, 
where Logan (Jackman) 
is held prisoner by the 
Japanese. As the bomb 
detonates, Logan protects 
one kind officer, Shingen 
Yashida, from the radiation 
blast - his mutant powers 
allowing him to recover 
almost instantly from the 
fireball. 


Years later, Logan is living 
alone in the woods, haunted 
by the death of Jean 
Grey (Famke Janssen). A 
swordswoman called Yukio 
(Rila Fukushima) tracks 
him down and asks him to 
accompany her to Japan to 
meet with the old and frail 
Shingen. "He wants to say 
thank you for saving his life 
all those years ago,'' she 
smiles. 

Reluctantly, Logan agrees 
and he is shocked to find 
Shingen (Horiyuki Sanada) 
on his deathbed. . . 

But the twists and turns 
in the plot conceal few 
surprises and the inclusion 
of a second mutant is 
completely unnecessary, 
presumably a concession 
to the comic book universe 
to which Wolverine must 
return in next summer's 
X-Men: Days Of Future 
Past.

IT’S THE same every year; the garden reaches 
its peak with borders bursting into bloom, patio 
plants beginning their dazzling displays, and fruits 
swelling in the vegetable garden - and then you go 
on holiday for two weeks... 

Of course, if you have friendly neighbours 
or family nearby who can 
water and deadhead your 
plants while you're away, 
then you don't have much to 
worry about. Their reward 
can be harvesting some of 
your vegetables and eating 
them when they are fresh, 
or treating themselves to a 
bunch of cut flowers from your 
plot. If they help themselves 
to crops that need regular 
picking, like beans and 
courgettes, the plants should 
still be cropping well for when 
you return home too. 

But if you don't have such kindly helpers, how 
are your plants going to manage in your absence? 
Luckily, there are some measures you can take to 
help your plants survive for a while without you. 

If you have patio plants, water them well before 
you go away, maybe even dunking the pot into 
a bigger bucket of water so it soaks the compost

completely from below, then put all the pots 
together (this encourages humidity) in a shady 
spot so there's less evaporation while you're away. 

If you have space, dig a small hole in the border 
soil in a shady spot and rest your hanging basket 
in the hole, watering it well so it is completely 
soaked. Some of the escaping 
water will moisten the soil 
underneath, helping keep your 
plants damp in your absence. 
v | If you haven't invested in 

4 automatic irrigation systems 
Jm ^ you can set up a temporary 

automatic watering system by 
submerging strips of capillary 
matting in a trug full of water 
and then running the end of 
the strips to your containers. 
The matting absorbs and holds 
water which can be drawn up 
by the soil in the pots. Set the 
system up a week before you go to ensure it's 
working. 

Alternatively, cover the soil surface with water¬ 
absorbing gel, watering it so that it swells and 
absorbs water. This provides a protective barrier 
to stop water evaporating from the compost 
and also gives the compost some moisture. The 
crystals will also soak up and hold moisture if it 



rains while you're away. 

Remove all open flowers from healthy bedding 
plants so they produce a flush of new blooms on 
your return and feed them with a liquid fertiliser, 
following the instructions on the packet. Don't 
be tempted to give them any extra feed. You 
can take the shears to some annuals, trimming 
off the old blooms to make way for new buds to 
develop, which should give you some colour on 
your return. 

Cut the grass and trim the edges before you go 
and it will survive quite happily without you. If it's 
long on your return, don't cut it short immediately 


or it will turn yellowy brown. Instead, raise the 
mower blades for the first cut and gradually lower 
them over the next two or three. 

Established borders should be all right without 
water for a week or two, as the roots of 
established plants will go deep into the soil for 
moisture. However, make sure you weed before 
you go, as weed seedling can soon take over. 

Give the area a good water and then mulch with 
organic matter to help retain the moisture. 

Hopefully, you will return from your break to 
find a garden not as tired as it might have been, 
and ready to be revived.

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Hydrogen cars on UK roads 


EMISSION-FREE hydrogen 
powered vehicles will soon 
be operating in the UK. 

It is the intention that 
five Hyundai ix35 Fuel Cell 
models - the first produc¬ 
tion fuel cell cars in the 
world - will be an integral 
part of the London Hydro¬ 
gen Network Expansion 
(LNHE) project. 

Hyundai Motor, as a 
supplier to the LHNE pro¬ 
ject, will join the existing 
consortium of companies 
with expertise in hydrogen 
transport infrastructure and 
operation, working to estab¬ 
lish the UK’s first hydrogen 
transport network covering 
London and south east Eng¬ 
land. The LHNE project, a 
government-backed initia¬ 
tive co-funded by the Tech¬ 
nology Strategy Board, will 
put hydrogen-fuelled vehi¬ 
cles into daily business use 
and deliver the refuelling 
infrastructure to support 
their operation. 


These fuel cell vehicles 
will be leased to key public 
and private fleet users in the 
capital. They are among the 
first of 1,000 examples that 
Hyundai has committed to 
produce between now and 
2015 and are built on the 
same production line, in 
Ulsan, Korea, as the Tucson. 

The majority of those 
1,000 cars will be avail¬ 
able in Europe where the 
European Commission has 
established a number of 
schemes, such as the Fuel 
Cells and Hydrogen Joint 
Undertaking (FCH JU), to 
promote the use of hydro¬ 
gen as an energy carrier 
with zero carbon content. 

As the first car company 
in the world to assembly 
line-produce fuel cell ve¬ 
hicles, Hyundai has kick- 
started Europe’s Hydrogen 
Roadmap and accelerated 
plans for London to become 
one of the world’s major hy¬ 
drogen capitals. 


For Hyundai, the phi¬ 
losophy behind the ix35 
Fuel Cell project has been 
to produce a car that offers 
the same practicality, safety 
levels and driving experi¬ 
ence as an ix35 driven by 
an internal combustion 
engine, but with zero tail¬ 
pipe emissions. That means 
comparable performance 
1 OOmph maximum, 

0-62mph in 12.5 seconds 
and a range of almost 370 
miles from each tank - but 
with no emissions: the only 
emission is water. 

Just as importantly, a Fuel 
Cell vehicle can be refilled 
in two to three minutes 
and, in use, an ix35 Fuel 
Cell demands no compro¬ 
mise from the driver. 

Although Hyundai has 
been developing its fuel cell 
vehicles for more than 15 
years, it is only now - with 
the start of a viable hydro¬ 
gen refuelling network in 
place - that it can consider 


putting a fuel cell car into 
series production. 

So after a number of ‘false 
dawns’ for hydrogen-pow¬ 
ered cars, this time the fuel 
cell vehicle has a genuine, 
clear and realistic future 
here in the UK. Much of 
this is down to the work of 
the London Hydrogen Part¬ 
nership and that of other 
projects such as the London 
Hydrogen Network Expan¬ 
sion project which is led by 
Air Products. 

With these key partners 
working together, hydrogen 
mobility is about to become 
a reality. Two hydrogen fuel 
stations are already open in 
the capital - one of which 
has public access - with a 
third to come as part of the 
London Hydrogen Network 
Expansion (LHNE) project. 

A further three fuelling 
stations are planned by 
2015, by which time it is 
expected that the number 
of fuel cell vehicles in Lon¬ 


don will have risen ten-fold 
from the initial five to at 
least 50 or more including 
passenger cars, buses and 
scooters. 

Kit Malthouse, London 
deputy mayor for business 
and enterprise and chair¬ 
man of the London Hydro¬ 
gen Partnership, said: “Bat¬ 
tery electric vehicles are a 
great technology but like 
the fax machine they are 
only temporary and there 
is a great deal of consumer 
resistance towards them for 
all manner of reasons, in¬ 
cluding range and the time 
it takes to recharge them. 

“Even though we have 
around 1,300 charging 
points in the capital you 
cannot guarantee getting a 
space outside your house to 
charge overnight: London is 
just too densely populated.” 

“For me, hydrogen cracks 
all those problems and it 
also solves other issues 
along the way such as mak¬ 


ing best use of wind en¬ 
ergy, for example. We also 
produce a huge amount of 
waste and we are looking at 
schemes that convert bio¬ 
mass into hydrogen. So as 
well as producing a clean 
fuel we would be reducing 
the amount of waste we put 
into landfill. 

“These are early days, 
but I am tremendously ex¬ 
cited by the prospects of 
London’s hydrogen future. 
Hyundai is providing in¬ 
valuable insights and bring¬ 
ing global experience to the 
Mayor’s innovative low car¬ 
bon, low emission transport 
activities.” 

Tony Whitehorn, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of Hyundai 
Motor UK, said: “Hydrogen 
delivers considerable en¬ 
vironmental benefits and 
we are looking forward to 
working closely with the 
other partners to drive for¬ 
ward its widespread intro¬ 
duction.”

Roger Varian is anticipating a bold 
bid from Ektihaam, who won the 
Buckhounds Stakes over the course 
and distance before slipping up in the 
Hardwicke Stakes at the Royal meeting. 

"I'm happy with how he is, he's 
moving well and he looks great," said 
the Newmarket trainer. "To have a 
horse going who is a genuine contender 
is really exciting.

Among his possible rivals is the John 
Gosden-trained Ashdan, who was fourth 
in last year's Dewhurstto Dawn Approach 


and made a pleasing comeback behind 
Montiridge at Newmarket this month. 

Last year's winner of the 10-furlong 
Group Two, Sri Putra, is in the field again 
along with other experienced types like 
Wigmore Hall, Hunter's Light, Chancery 
and Grandeur. 

Varian has confirmed Sri Putra in 
contention, and hopes a return to York 
will help the seven-year-old entire leave 
behind his moderate form of 2013. 

"Sri Putra looks and seems in great 
form," he said. "He hasn't really 
erformed in his two starts this season 
ut things haven't really gone his way 
and, on home-work, he is no lesser horse 
than when he won the race last year." 

Varian has also entered 
Dancewiththedevil, a multiple Group 
One winner in South Africa who was 
eighth on her British debut in the Duke 
of Cambridge Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

William Haggas' high-class front-runner 
Mukhadram has this as an option after he 
was taken out of the King George. 
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
